BENEFITS OF A HIGH 


SCHOOL COURSE 


Does It Par to Seek a Shorter Route. 
In last week's Issue THIS NK 


NOIITII, was published a list of the 
graduatcsof Ilhlnclander High Schoo 
for II vo consecutive years to explode 
tho Idea that but live per cent o 
high school graduates attend higher 
Institutions of learning. In fact over 
Ilfty per cent of tho list have con 
tlnued their educational work along 
somo lino since they loft tho hlgl 
school. 
Tho child who leaves tho 


high school with tho spirit that an 
honest capable corps of teachers gives 
him, will continue his educational 
growth along somo lino. If betakes 
a, shorter course ho falls to acquire 
that discipline and consequently stop! 
short of his brother high school grad 
uato. 


A few years ago, Berlin, Wisconsin, 


had tho craze for a shorter course de- 
voted to what many call practical 
branches. So two courses were es 
tabllshcd, a business course of three 
years Including book-keeping and re 
lated branches and the four year 
course continued tho same as before. 
This double arrangement demoralized 
tho school and thoso who advocated 
the shorter course saw their mistake 
and put tho school back on a single 
plane, but It took several years to 
overcome tho evil that had been 
wrought. 


Tho list of four year graduates un- 


der tho double system dropped fiom 
thirty to half a dozen and after abol- 
ishing tho short course It took live 
years to put tho school on the right 
plane again. 
When a young man 


wo.it to tho President of Oberlln Col- 
lego and asked him If there was not a 
shorter course, tho President replied. 
"It takes but a few weeks to grow a 
pumpkin but many years to develop 
the mighty oak." Which do you wish 
your children to bo "pumpkins or 
mighty oaksV" 


Tho editor of this paper has no ob- 


jection to teaching a reasonable num- 
ber of the so called .practical studies 
but not until tho development of tho 
child (Its him for them, and then not 
to the exclusion of thoso studies 
which round out an education. 


The following aro some of tho bene- 


fits of a high school course as glvon 
by ono of our great educators: 


One of tho most alwiml of tho old- 


fogy notions Is that tho high school 
docs not pay. 


First, that It docs not pay the 


lent. 


Second, that It does not pay 


public.v 


Look at tho absurdity of these 


wsltlons. 


Without tho equivalent of a high 


school education one cannot enter any 
college, university, or first-class pro- 
fessional normal school; cannot be- 
come a physlclnn, lawyer, preacher, 
or teacher, civil engineer, mining en- 
gineer, architect, or enter any other 
irofcsslon. 


Hereafter, not to go to a high 


school or acadamy Is to close tho 
door of hope, prospect, or aspiration 
for professional life. 


There arc a hundred thousand of 


tho best business positions In mcr- 
antllo houses, manufacturing plants 
and railroad corporations In tho Un- 
tcd States for which no young man 
will be considered at all unless ho 
las the equivalent of a high school 
education. 


There aro a hundred thousand of 


the best places In Industrial estab- 
IshmenUs In which a young man will 
jot extra] good pay and a sure Job 1m- 
ncdlately upon graduation because 
10 has graduated. 


Andrew Carnegie lias glvon as tho 


reason for tho great success of his 
steel plants that ho was tho manufac- 
turer to buy scholarship and pay a 
premium on It. 


When a prominent railroad man 


said that ho would employ no young 
man for any position that had promo- 
tion ahead who had not at least a 
lilgh school education, asked what ho 
meant by it in view of tho fact that 
neither ho nor any of his associates 
liad had such an education, ho re- 
plied: "There was no high school for 
mo when I was a young man, but to- 
day a high school education Is so easy 
that a boy who will not got it shows 
that ho cares moro for getting to 
work than ho does for getting ready 
to work.". 


Tho four years that a boy works 


while ho might bo In high school a- 
mount to little. Few boys of this 
class have a hundred dollars In tho 
bank by tho time they would have 
graduated, and that means not moro 
than W a year for life, whereas In 
any lino of work a fellow can earn 
from ten to fifteen times. tfl a year 
more If ho has made good use of his 
high school opportunities. 


There aro several cities In which 


tho business houses have a standing 
offer for earnest high school gradu 
atcs whom tho principal will reco 
mend, and at a wage greater to start 
with than they would bo getting If 
they had been out at work for the 
four years.

Loss of Life and Property. 


The worst storm over experience! 


In this vicinity occurred Wcdncsdaj 
night. In fact there were two storms 
one about fl:.'H) p.m. and another abou 
7:45. 
Both took the form of torna 


docs, accompanied with rain and clec 
Ulcal phenomena. The tlrst wrough 
Immense damage, attended with fa 
talltles about four miles east of Her 
lln and tho second seems to have 
vented its force a little nearer. Boll 
wore tornadoes, or In common par 
lance, cyclones, although tornado la 
the correct name for sucli storms, ac 
cording to tho United States wcatho 
bureau. 


A tornado Is always attended bj 


about tho same phenomena and the 
storms of 
Wednesday near Uerlh 


were no exception. 
The breaking 


down of trees or up-rooting, the de 
molltlon of buildings, and, sadest of 
all, tho destruction of life all follow- 
ed the storm In question. To describe 
all that was to be seen along the path 
of tho storm Thursday morning would 
require a blanketshcet printed in line 
type.

PAL OWNERSHIP. 


Prof. Cummins of Wisconsin Uni- 


versity, ono of the most noted pollti- 
al economists of tho United States 
gives definite reasons for municipal 
wnorshlp of public utilities. 
Tho 


ollowlng aro somo of his reasons: 
Prof. Cummins favors munlclpallza- 
Ion and he desires the labor unions 
bo recognized and dealt with by de- 
lartmcntal 
heads of 
municipally 


ipcrated utilities. 
He asserts that 


oinmon labor In America Is better 
paid and has better working condl- 
Ions In utilities owned and operated 
by the public than It has in private 
:orporatlons. In addition ho recites 
,hat employes of city-owned corpora- 
Jons are all citizens of this country, 
vhllo private corporations operating 
public service utilities employ many 
vho have not their naturalization 
papers and are not encouraged to got 
.hem. 


Prof. Cummins says this about poll- 
Ics and municipal ownership: 
"I take It that the key to tho whole 


jucstlon of municipal or private own- 
ership is tho question of politics. 
Tor politics is simply the question of 
getting and keeping the right kind of 
ncn to manage and operate the mun- 
clpal undertakings or to supervise, 
regulate and bargain with the private 
undertakings. The kinds of business 
that we aro dealing with aro essen 
tlally monopolies performing a public 
service, and arc compelled to make 
use of tho streets, which aro public 
property. If their owners aro pri- 
vate companies they arc compelled to 
got their franchises and all privileges 
)f doing business and all terms and 
conditions of service from tho muni 
clpal autorltles. And in carrying out 
their contract with the municipality 
thev arc dealing continually with 
municipal olllclals."

A BENEVOLENT DESPOTISM. 


(llj JAM, W. McUiiliMli'K.) 


IJelng culled to Mexico on business, 


1 visited a city of 3000 Inhabitants 
and remained over Sunday. As I 
walked through the town I came to 
a park, where an orchestra was fur- 
nishing free music. 1 stopped to 
listen to the music, which was very 
good. I saw several'men (jujctly sit- 
ting around a table, on which wcro 
writing materials, and, dually ascer- 
tained that a city election was 
forward. 
The 
election 
was 
for 


"Mayoros" or, as we would say alder- 
men. Tho tickets were printed with 
blanks for the Insertion of the names 
of tho candidates and tho name of 
the 
voter. Gathered 
around 
tho 


table, In the open air, wcro half a 
dozan substantial looking citl/ons, 
evidently the leading men of the 
town. Among their number was a 
very handsome and well dressed young 
Mexican, who acted as clerk, Illllng In 
tho names of tho candidates and en- 
dorsing the backs of tho tickets. 1 
approached the table to got a bettor 
view of tho proceedings, when this 
young man, observing that I was an 
"Americano" and a stranger and that 
I teemed to bo Interested, Invited mo 
to take a scat at his side. Meantime, 
owing to a slight sprinkle of rain tho 
proceedings were adjourned to the 
city hall, near by. 1 found, upon lur- 
ther observation, that tho names of 
all the voters had been registered In 
a book wherein tho voter was required 
to write his name. The Mexican, who 
does not make a cross for his signa- 
ture always writes his name with a 
nourish and the nourish Is .the main 
part of the signature. I also observed 
that but ono sot of candidates wore 
being voted for and that tho hand- 
some scribe never consulted tho voter 
as to what name was to bo Inscribed 
upon his ticket. This Is where tho 
benevolent despotism comes In. I was 
told that a ticket was prepared by tho 
chief men of tho city, which was 
known to bo acceptable to the Diaz 
Government, and which was composed 
of tho most etllclentand best qualified 
men of tho municipality and when 
this had been done, no ono was per- 
mitted to vote for any other candi- 
dates, and. that, if any recalcitrant 
votor persisted In such 111 advised at- 
tempt, ho would be thrown Into jail, 
until tho election was over. 


After the voting had been going 


pleasantly forward for somo time, In 
tlw way I have Indicated, and there 
scorned to bo a lack of voters present 
to exercise their right, to attacli their 


names to a ticket made out for them 
by the smiling scribe, he, of tho hand- 
some face and fashionable clothes, be- 
gan to sign tho names of absent vot- 
ors to tliu ticket*, which ho had lilted 
in with the names of tho desired can- 
didates, in each case executing such 
an exact fac-slmlle of tho voters signa- 
ture, as shown on the register, as 
would Justify any one to swear to Its 
Identity with the original. I 'have 
seen many pen experts but this young 
man was a prodigy. He wrote rapidly 
with a free arm movement. He never 
hesitated, but glancing at the slgna 
turo for an Instant, he would Instant- 
ly produce a copy perfect In every de 
tall. Ho evidently appreciated tho 
humor of the performance, for, as ho 
would Hnlsh tho grand nourish at- 
tached to a signature, he would turn 
to me with a smllo, as much as to say, 
"What do you think of that my 
American friend?" But tho grave 
sonors, who sat with him at tho table, 
seemed to rather resent tho Idea that 
there was anything funny about the 
performance as they looked gravely 
on. My admiration for his wonderful 
sklU with tho pen, and for his good 
looks and pleasant manner and oblig- 
ing disposition made me forgot, for 
tho moment, the character of his act, 
as Judged from the standpoint of 
citizen of the United States. 


Hut we have nothing In our system 


which can bo Compared to this trans- 
action. We do by stealth what the} 
did openly. They were not in an} 
way ashamed of what they did. Oi 
the contrary they were doing what 
they considered was proper and for 
the best, Interests of tholr nation ant 
city. The men sitting around that 
table were tho most responsible mot 
of the municipality. They were tho 
men of properly, character, Btandlnj, 
and Intelligence. And tho man the} 
wero voting for wore of tho same 
class. 


This was the Diaz idea of having 


tho forms of free 
elections gone 


through with, In every detail, and, Ii 
tho most orderly and regular mannc 
and to have the whole thing made 
pleasant by music and refreshments 
without cost, but at tho same time 
keeping always, a lirm hold upon tin 
relus of government, until the pcopli 
had become educated by these objec 
lessons with tho forms of free govern 
inent and qualltled to act for them 
selves. And, dealing with such i 
population, who can say that this i 
not tho best that can bo done? 


J repeat, to savo possible mifiappro 


henslon, that whatever may be salt 
of the general Intelligence, to b< 
found In Mexico, or the lac|c of Jt, 1 
would be (lllllcult Indeed, If not in) 
possible, to llml anywhere In 
United States, a- more Intelligent cl 
octlon board than i saw liorc. And 
I never saw an election conducte( 
with HO many plcusftiit foaturcs, ami 
without a single occurrence to m a 
the harmony of Mic occasion. And 
as to the young Adonlw of tho pen, 
would despair of Uncling his cqua 
anywhere. 


There were some special feature 


about this election which ought no 
to bo overlooked. It was held o 
Sunday.

There was unlimited frco beer, bu 
no drunkeness. There was no rowd} 


Ism. 
It was an occasion of genera 


good nature and a general good time 
Everybody seemed to be perfectl} 
satisfied with himself and cverybod 
else and a pleased and contented at 
seemed to pervade the occasion, I 
was like a Fiesta. Just at this tlm 
however, there wore reports of riot 
at Ciinanaoa mill elsewhere. And on

of the Dal/, administration, and It

mcnt? It would soom that this grca 
man is a sincere patriot who real!; 
loves his people and that he believe; 
in free government. But, taught b; 
tho sad experiences of his predecessor* 
and by tho history of his people, hi 
understands that Ills people arc no 
yet fitted for the exercise of tho ful 
rights of f reomon. And so, he Is edu 
eating them in tho forms of frc 
government, until they arrive at thl 
stage of progress. In tho meantime

her law-makers will once moro have a 
place they can call home. Not since 
the fire several years ago which de- 
stroyed the state house have the mem- 
bers of the legislature and other state 
ofllcers ceased planning to provide a 
structure which would not 
only be 


adequate to the needs and convenient 
In Its appointments, but that from an 
architectural point of view Would bo a 
credit to tho great state and In har- 
mony with tho magnificent site pro- 
vided on the commanding heights at 
Madison. 
And tho fruition 
of 
tlio 


planning Is to be found In '.b« slate!}' 
Inilldlng now being reared out ot the 
[oiia upon tons of stool and tho moun- 
tains of stone and cement. The work 
of setting tho pure white Vermont 
granite of tho exterior walls has bo- 
gun and It Is expected that tho west 
wing of the slx-mllllon-dollar capltol 
will bo up and enclosed by next Janu- 
ary, and tho architect promises to 
have this portion of 
tho 
building, 


which Is about ono-ilfth of the entire 
structure, completed and ready for oc- 
cupancy by tho time the next legisla- 
ture convenes two yearn hence. 


It Is expected that when the now 


cnpltol Is completed, which will con- 
sumo about ten years. Wisconsin will 
have tho handsomest and most con- 
venient state house of any common- 
wealth In tho United States. 
Archi- 


tecturally It will bo massive and mod- 
estly ornate. Tho exterior walls will 
be of whito granite quarried at Bethel, 
Vt., and generally considered by ex- 
perts as being tho best building stone 
In the world. It Is tho hardest and 
whitest 
grnnlto 
known, 
qualities 


which prevent It from absorbing much 
moisture and becoming discolored and 
dirty like most building stones. 
An- 


other of Its good qualities Is its fine 
texture, which makes It un excellent 
atone for tho carver and sculptor. 


Tho granite will be cut and llllod 


at tho quarries, each 
block 
being 


marked as It Is finished so that the 
workmen will know Just whorq It be- 
longs. Tho granite will be about ono 
foot In thickness and will bo backed 
by n two-foot wall of 
brick. 
Tho 


courses or layers of granite will bo 
20 Inches wide. Tho back walls will 
ho built simultaneously with the gran- 
ite facing. Tho total weight of tho 
granite to bo used will bo 99,000.000 
pounds or 4.8GO tons. At 40 tons to 
a carload, It will require 1.212 cars 
to transport tho granite from llothol 
to Madison. Tho cost of tho freight 
and tho cutting of tho granite will, It 
Is estimated, bo about six times the 
valuo of the granite In the rough at 
tho quarries. 


The largest pieces of granite will 


bo used In what arc known as tho 
"pediments" or gable ends of 
the 


building, where the ornamental sculp- 
turing will bo. The sculpturing will 
bo done after tho pieces have been 
set. It Is estimated that these pieces 
will probably weigh 15 tons each. Tho 
pillars and columns will consist ot 
round blocks 20 Inches 
thick, 
tho 


came as the course In the walls. 


The. most notable 
building 
con- 


structed of the Bethel white granite 
so fur Is tho new Pennsylvania rail- 
road station at Washington, D. C. 


The foundation walls for tho west 


wing of the new Wisconsin capltol 
lire now ready for tho superstructure. 
Tho foundation walls aro built of con- 
crete reinforced with steel. Tho out- 
er walls have been finished and tho 
Interior walls and supporting pillars 
are being put In. 


In form tho now capltol will be 


much like the old one, consisting of 
a large circular part bearing the huge 
dome and four largo wings extending 
out toward the cardinal points of tho 
compass. The wings will bo 120 feet 
in width and tho distance from tho 
entrance to ono to that of tho op- 
posite one will bo 440 foot. 
Their 


height will bo four stories exclusive 
of the basement. 
The central point 


of tho new building will bo Just 2G 
feet west of that of tho old one, this 
being necessary to make it 
corre- 


spond with the central point of tho 


capltol park. Just why the old capltol 
was not hullt BO that Its center, cor- 
responded with that of the park Is not 
known, but it IB wild that tho llrst 
capltol was located n llttlo to the cast 
of tho center of the 
park 
because 


that location afforded a better founda- 
tion and when tho legislature provid- 
ed for tho erection of tho present 
capltol It through oversight or error 
required It to ho placed In tho name 
relative position as tho old bulldlnK. 
This at least Is tho explanation of 
the matter given by Secretary Porter. 
The main entrance of the new capltol 
will bo at tho points where one wing 
Joins another or opposite tho four 
avcmtea leading -to the capltol park. 
There will, however, bo other 
en- 


trances at tho enda of the 
wings 


where tho principal entrances are 
now. 
Tho reason for chancing the 


location of tho main entrances was 
that It would bo more convenient as 
It will enable a person to step right 
Into tho main part of the building In- 
stead of Into n wing. 


Every pleco of material that enters 


tho new cnpltol will be closely In- 
spected by Secretary Porter, ono of 
the leading architects of tho state, 
and If It does not conio tip to the re- 
quired standard will 
bo 
rejected. 


Secretary Porter has opened an office 
In tho basement of tho capltol where 
he has tho now west wing constantly 
under his night. 
It Is tho general 


opinion In Madison that nobody Is 
going to cheat tho state In tho erec- 
tion of tho new capltol an long as 
Mr. Porter Is around. 


Wisconsin's new eapltol building Is 


not only Immense In size; but It will 
bo constructed of the whitest granite 
ever discovered. It will combine tho 
white beauty that is marble's best 
recommendation with tho enduring 
(lualltlcs of granite, and 
tho 
com- 


bination will give the state an edifice 
that should bo her crowning glory and 
pride for centuries to come.

I 
would not take $3.000 for my quarter 
now. 
Tho past winter has been a 


hard one. but 1 worked outside tho 
coldest day (52 below) all day and did 
not suffer. 
AVe are getting a school 


started now that Is badly needed.
